nor the Courts have sufficient 
personnel to deal with an in- 
creasing number of cases 
In 1048 the Courts dealt with 
7.273 criminal cases; in 1949 
with 19.669: in 198° with 82,249;

lasting several years LIRO 
last year announced that it 
would make good 70 per cent 
of all losses. The remainder 
of the loss therefore remain- 
ed with the original Jewish 
owners or their. heirs, who 
received only partial com- 
pensation from that part of 
the.

Test-Cases 

A decree, laying down the 
possibility of restitution, was 
issued some time ago, but its 
application left room for in- 
ter pretation. A number of 
test- cases have now been 
brought by dispossessed Jews 
who fromed a Commission for 
the Protection of the Claims 
of Dispossessed Persons.
